The men of Laiſþ that lived ſecurely are riſen againe in our 
times : It was Babylons voyce, Rev, 18. 7,8. I flt « a queene, and 
am xo widow, I ſhall ſee no mourning; and ſhee ſpeakes this to 
loud and ſo long, till at length in the next verſe God fayes 
to her, Therefore ſhall ber plagues come in one day, deavh and 
ſorrow, &c, Therefore, wherefore? as is the peace, 1o alwayes 
is the Preacher thereof, when they ſay peace, 1 Theſ, 5.

I would have the Citizens of Zodon doe, as the Citizens 
of Nineveh did at ſuch a meflage, Fonh 3.6, When the King, 
and Nobles, and others, ſaw the word of God, ( not heard * 
it onely, for ſo the Originall cxpretleth it, Luk: 2 15 ) ſee

Second'y, I thinke wee have beene ſomewhat too 
flow in*the ſecuring our kerneli of do&rine from hereties, 
and gratings upon che foundation, before wee were. tos 
xealous of the ſhell of Diſcipline ; Wee had done well 
I beleeve , had wee given our adverſaries leave to have 
beene blemiſhed with all che innovations , exorbiran- 
cies in writing , ſeparations, precipices, petitions , petu- 
lancies, &Co 

While in the mean time we hadacted nothing, but as God 
the two Houſes andthe preſent opportunities had gone before 
us: Iconclude with ſome councells fit for our times, ſuch as 
chele. 

Firſt, Men doe not diſpute now adayes , bat brawle 
and wrangle ; In the handling of controverſies, no mo=« 
deration' nor -meekenefle is . uſed : Wee ſhonld con - 
der that the things wee knoy are the leatt part of thoſe 
wee know not: If more reverence were given to the 
word of God , the holy Spiric implored , prayer made 
tro God more frequently , If care were had to abttains 
from all curious queſtions , and praQticall and profitable 
things , preached an1-preſſed , wee ſhould I am perſwa- 
ded agree ſooper, and God would I am of opinion blefle ns 
berter, 

Secondly, In Controverſies of great moment doe but 
ſee the Devils cunning , Hee tires up men to harreds, 
pride , reproachfuil ſpeeches : Alas , the authour ot er- 
rout muſt bee handle friendly , and if chidden ac any 
time, it muſt bee done withour bitcerneſſe ; arguments 
uſed, fitted not to the perſon , but rhe thing; And it 
wee could alwaics aime at this, that not our opinion, 
but Gods truth migat bee glorious, And. that whento- 
ever Wee Enter into preaching, of writing, or conte- 
rence , or the like, Pride wig't be put off, and mo- 
delty with tumility and moderdtion put '0n , there 
, WETre 
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were ſome hope wee might live to ſee the day, that wee 


might live like brethrep , andthe Lord might delight te. 


 dwellamongſt us, 

Thirdly , Heede ought to bee taken that by the two 
grear Authorities no inju;:y bee dore ; I meine firſt, 
That by the authority of the Church , neicher Man nor 
Do&trine bee raſhly conderrned . that difference bee wile= 
ly wade berwecpthe points of Faith, which are neceſſary to 
bee beleeved, and certaive, and things controverſall ; that 
opinions bee weighed with much ot judgemwent;, and af- 
ſection too, wherein the belt Scale will bee the word 
of God; that men be yery render of things receſſary tobe 
knownand beleeved, that the things flowing from principles 
be obſerved,and inthe reſt there be kept a Brotherly concord. 

Secondly, That the authority of the Magiſtrate be alfo 
very venerable,the Haygman nor called into be a Moderator 
orLiwpire incontroverſie of Religion; theMagiſtrate pot made 
an inſtrument to execute every {oole and knaves Ink and mad- 
nefle; nor incaſes of errour, and humane laple, recantations 
ip;oyned for feare of puniſhments, 

Fonrthly, Many times doctrine is depraved ard ſpcyled, 
Ven not oblervirg it, and this ccmeth to paſſe either ticm 
the dotrine ir ſelf, becauſe indeed the fineft bodies ſooneſt 

utrifie,or becauſe changes by little and littie,are made inſcnſi- 

ly, asthe turning of the houre wheel :Sometimes miſcatizges 
come and arenot ſeen becaule ofa great fame ot learnirg and 
holynes in the teacher,and ſometimes becauſe ofthe ignorance 
and negligence of the heater. Surely the way to preſerve purity 
of doetrine, is carefully rocleave unto the very words and phra- 
ſes of holy {cripture,quietly to give leave untothe mcdett and 
moderate uic of 20y mans giits, publick peace prelerved;Dilli- 
gently to cty dewnall luti of contention;and ſoberly roconfi- 
der of, and jubwitt the authority and irrettagibility of comn- 
ſelks, if juch be in thew. 

Fittly, Becauſe diſſembled ſarAity is double iniquity, 
therefore it would bee c_— that {Cre men a 
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their own name no better any way than by detraRing from 
all mens elſe, and then they indeedaRrheir own canle wh en | 
ehey ſeem to ſtirre inthe cau'e of God : Very angry they 
are if any man contradi& them ; coo too ready to re- 
proachex and flyings out; then they come to truſt their 
own wit, parts, and labour, more than God ; and if there ' 
bee not the more mercy, fall ro ſinning againſt knowledge, 
and con{ience : Wirhour all controverhie to the preſerving 
of holineſſe and goood manners, Cenſures Eccleſiaſticall are 
very needfull ; which yet have been and-may be fo exerciſed 
. 8s that it may bee truly ſayd of them, the- Devill rebakes - 
ſinne ; many wiſe men think and that npon good 'grounds 
tos, that publique Pennances are neither needfull nor uſe- 
fall, 

Sixtly, I think that a modeſt liberty of opinions concern- 
ing Religion, is much againſt Sarans kingdome , becauſe 1 
know that he defires to take away all defire of enquiring af- 
ter Truth; the people think they may caſt off all care and 
fiudy of Religion to their Miniſters ; and are like him who 
when hee was asked by his Miniſter, How many Sacra- 
ments there were? gave that anſwer ta him, Sir you can 
tell, 

Two things I think wee ought to bee very careſa!l of; 
Firſt, to ſer down ex2Rly the marks of true and falie Reli- 
gion, which may ſtand as ſo many Dooles or Landmarks, as 
well ro ſhew men where they ought as where they oughr 
nOt to go. | 

Secondly , to conſider well how they which govern 
Church and Common Wealth, are uſually incited againſt 
Truths profeſſors, I confeſſe I have thought, and yer doe, 
exacted confeſſions trom our people very inconvenient ; for 
if Miniſters carry themſelves tovingly, they will winne their 
people to more profitable diicoveries a great deale another 
Way. 

'Seventhly, How Saran labouts that neither truth 
might enter , nor errour bee caft out , let that bee 

| obſerved 
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obſerved, Hee now layes his a&'+to the 'root” bf | the Ot- 
dinance of the Miniftery , that thete *'may bte none to 
reach; quarrells at their maintenance ; and fills the. very 
calling *with ſlander, begins by his inftrumetits ro ralke 
of feare, hope, an] reward, things ' which every religi. 
ouſly noble ſpirit, layeth'-as low' as - that whereon it 
treads, and looks a great deale higher unto that, Hee 
that winneth foules is wiſe , Hee that turn:th many to 
righteoulneſſe ſhall ſhine as the Stars in the firmament : 
They that have this great worke in their hand, O that 
they would not wound one another , leſt God leave 
them at length to bee wounded one of another. Much 
adoe is madeabourt having a Confeſſion , I think the Law 
of God well read and ſhortly glofled weuld ſerve, and 
none better ; and ſuch a Creed , or Symbole of faith, -I 
think were good as might bee definicion-wile , where- 
in nothing might bee deficient or redundant , onely ſuch 
things being therein contained as areneceſſary to bee known . 
to ſalvation, 

Eighrly , The Devil gogth about like a roaring Ly- 
on, hee is never but either doing, or endeavouring to do 
ſome miſchiefe , privately or publiquely ; Hee often 
transformes himfelſe into an Angel of light , and puts on 
ſhewes of holinefle and fanitie , with which hce of. 
tentimes ſo deceives good men , that unawares they lend 
him in his buſineſſe , an helping hand , Eminently Ged- 
ly men doe not eſcape him without either crime or ca- 
lumnie if hee can help them ro it , and hee is nor 
wanting to ſeeke his advantages every where , to that 
purpole , his great engine. that hee ulerth ro doe miſ- 
chiefe, which 15 the ſowing of firifes , diſcords, and di- 
Vicons. between men,and therefore we had need to bee prepa-
